Symmes got the distinct 
impression that the Senator appreciated the problem and would say nothing 
at least for the next three or four weeks. However, Symmes said he had 
just learned that the Senator had issued a public statement proposing a 
formal U. S. acknowledgement and apology to facilitate the release of 
the two prisoners.
